There were 440 at three and one-half 
to four hours a day, he seid, most being 
waitresses in the restaurants and ea rooms. 
There also was a force that relieved the 
saleswomen from 11:30 a. m. to 3:30 p. m., 
during lunch hours. Ninety per cent in 
these two classes were young married 
women earning some extra money, and girls 
who were in Chicago to study music or other 
things and were not wholly dependent on 
their earnings. They were paid at the rate 
of $8 and had a minimum earning power 
of $4.

Field's General Average $10.76. 

Mr. Simpson gave the total of merchandise 
saleswomen as 1,895, exclusive of section 
heads, at an average of $12.33, of which 213.

There also were six welfare 
workers, he said, who did nothing else, and 
often went into the employés’ homes.

Says 1,035 Get Less than $8. 

Reverting to wage standards Mr. Simpson 
said there were 163 women over 18 years 
receiving a minimum of $6, and the total of 
those getting less than $8 was 1,035. 

Chairman O’Hara had the senate resolu- 
tion authorizing the commission read, and 
again invited Mr. Simpron to answer his 
financial question. The request was refused 
on the same grounds. 

Senator Johann Waage, who wag present, 
elicited the information that the Field firm 
was capitalized at $6,000.000. 

Mr. Simpson said he Knew the commission 
was engaged in a Iigudable work and that 
his firm wanted to assist. 

“Will you assist by raising. your scale of 
wage? inquired Mr. O'Hara. 

“If the others do—yes,” was the reply.

Shayne Figures $8 to $9 Living Wage 

President Roy M. Shayne of. John T. 
Mayne & Co., furriers, had a brief session, 
being termed outside the scope of the in- 
quiry. He testified he had but eight women 
in his employ, who received $8 to $25 weekly. 

Do you believe low wages have some ef- 
fect on women’s morals?’ he was asked, 
and replied in the affirmative. He sald he 
thought a living wage would be $8 or $9 
weekly. 

While these witnesses were testifying the 
commission's investigator, M. Blair Coan, 
took two deputy sheriffs and raided a house 
at 2101 Dearborn street. known as the Ca- 
sino hotel and café. 

Six women, including the head of the estab- 
lishment, were subpeenaed and taken di- 
rectig to the La Salle hotel. Tach assert d 
her downfall came from insufficient wages 
to live honestly. 

Before the taking of this testimony Mr. 
O'Hara warned the hundred-odd women 
present of ita nature and invited any wish- 
ing to withdraw. All remained. 


Stories of Women Taken in Raid. 

“A. R.,“ 88 years old, said she had worked 
in a laundry at $4 a week and supported a 
son and daughter. She gave up the struggle 
at 24 years and had continued to support 
her chidren, but had sent them to another 
city.‘ 

P. B., 28 years old, had worked in shoe 
factories in Port&mouth and Cincinnati 
until four years ago from the time she was 
14 years old. She got $5 a week. 

R. X. 22 years old, said she had earned 
$3 a week since she wae 16 in a St. Louis 
paper factory. When she was 20 she could 
not earn encugh to assist her parents and 
took the shadowy life. She told the com- 
mission she would willingly return to her for- 
mer life if she could earn $12 a week. 

L. C.,“ 21 years old, an orphan, had been 
a telephone operator in Cleveland and for 
Toledo Home Telephone company at frorm 
$16 to 320 a month asa beginner. She gave 
it up two years ago, but denied being brought 
to Chicago asa “ white slave.” 


Had Worked as Domestic. 

R. R.“ is now 26 and until seven years 
ago tried work as a domestic and worked in 
stores and factories in St. Louls. The aver- 
age was $4.50 a week, she said. 

I. H., proprietor of the house, said she 
was 23 and a native of Grand Rapids. She 
had done housework between the ages of 10 
and 17, working from 8 a. m to 8 p. m. She 
denied knowledge of white slave tramce. 

Another woman witness was heard in exec. 
utive session at noon, and the details of her 
story convinced the commissioners of the 
menace that lay in the spread of disease. 

Every member of the investigation com- 
mittee has received many letters, chiefly 
anonymous, complaining of various stores 
and conditions. In some instances the wit/ 
nesses were asked about the complaints, but 
invariably denied such conditions existed. 


Mr. Rosenwald at Morning Session. 

Julius Rosenwald took the stand at the 
opening of the mortilng session and was ex- 
amined by Lieut. Gov. O'Hara after being 
sworn by Senator Juul. He had with hima 
of his pay roll 
statistics to which he frequently referred in 
answering questions. 

The witness said his authority in connection 
with Sears, Roebyck & Co. included the right 
to hire and discharge employés, but that he 
did not exercise it. The concern employed 
4,732 women and girls during the week end- 
ing March 8, with an average wage of $9.12. 

The lowest wage paid the girls, the witness 
said, was to those under 16 years, for whom 
the minimum is $5 for the first three months 
or less and $5.50 after that. No woman, de- 
clared Mr. Rosenwald, laying emphasis on 
the word woman, receives as low ag $5. It 
might be possible that a girl in the employ of 
the concern got only $4.50 a week. but the 
witness did not believe this condition ex. 
isted. 


Says 119 Girls Get $5 a Week. 
The witness said there were 119 girls under 
16% receiving $5 a week and 1,465 earning 
less than $8 a week. Practically all of the 
1,465 are living with their parents. Mr 


' Rosenwald declared the concern made it a 


point not to hire girlg not living at home at 
less than $8 a week. 

So far as the witness knew, no investiga- 
tion was made immediately of the state. 
ments of an applicant for a position that she 
lived with her parents. These were verified 
later, he said. 

At this point the witness was asked con- 
cerning his connection with the Chicago vice 
commission. He said he was a member and 
attended most of the sessions. He knew the 
committee made recommendations on the 
wage question, but could not tell what they 
were. He did not know if the wages of 
women had been increased as a result of the 
recommendation. 


Chance for Advancement. 
Turning again to the question of wages, Mr. 
Rosenwald said the pay of girl employés

Miller, an official of the company, who was 
sworn. Mr. Miller said a board of five mem- 
bers made an investigation; arrived at the 
conclusion $8 was a living wage, and so re- 
ported. 

Mr. Rosenwald said he knew nothing of 
that report at the time, but had heard of!“ 
three or four days ago. He declared the $8 
minimum was meant to apply only to girle 
“ adrift ’’—not living at home. 


Vice and Low Wages Distinct. 

At this point Lieut. Gov. O’Hara asked this 
question: 

“Now, Mr. Rosenwald, you are a public 
spirited citizen and a benefactor widely 
known; do you think low wages have any- 
thing at all to do with the immorality of 
women?’ 

“tT would say there was practically no 
connection between low wages and prosti- 
tution,” replied the witness. 

Mr. Rosenwald said he was a director of 
the American Vigilance association until it 
was disbanded two or three weeks ago. He 
aid not recall knowing any William Burgess 
and said he knew nothing of any letter sent 
the chairman of the senatorial committee 
on the stationery of the Vigilance association 
suggesting the committee was on the wrong 
track and that wages had nothing to do with 
vice or crime. 

Do you believe ‘ seif-preservation ’ is the 
first law of nature?” gsked the lieutenant 
governor. 

Tes, I do,“ was the response. 


‘Sees Crime and Want Linked, 

“Do you believe that crime to any extent 
is caused by want?’ was the next question. 

„Tes.“ 

Do you think a girl who gets §9 a week 
and finds it costs her $10 for the actual neces- 
sities of lifejis as well qualified to resist the 
lure of a white slaver as a girl who gets $12 
a week and finds that only $10 is actually 
necessary to live?“

most of the girle who come from the proper 
home environment and become prostitutes 
are just as likely to fall at $8 up or $8 down

Now, Mr. Rosenwald,” asked Chairman 
O'Hara, do you think it ever has hap- 
pened that a girl surrendered the priceless 
treasure of her virtue because she was 
starving or her mother was starving or sick, 
or because of a crippled brother?“ 

don't believe one case has any connec- 
tion with the other, replied Mr. Rosenwald. 
A girl who gets $10 a week is just as likely 
to use that as a subterfuge as a girl getting 
any other wage.” 


Responsibility of Employer. 


Tou think, then, that the employer who 
pays a gir! less than a living wage has no 
moral responsibility in her downfall? "’ 

Not so far as the pay is concerned. There 
is no connection, in my opinion, said Mr. 
Rosenwald. 

The witness declared if he found women in 
the employ of Sears, Roebuck and Company 
could not decently exist on the wages they 
receive he would raise their pay. He said 
he believed $5 enough for a girl.to Mve on 
provided she lived at home and contributed 
her $5 to help support the family. That 
was on the assumption the girl is 16 or undér. 

“Tf she does not live at home she could be 
honest and live on $8 a week.“ concluded 
Mr. Rosenwald. 

The witness, referring to a financial state- 
ment, said the ‘profits of Sears Roebuck & 
Co. for 1911 were “ eomething over $7,000,- 
000.“ The surplus at the end of 1912 was 
‘“‘gomething like $12,000,000.”’ 

Mr. Rosenwald was asked if he could take 
$2,000,000 of this to increase the girls’ wages 
and still pay dividends. He said he could 
still pay some dividends. He refused to tell 
hie personal income. He was asked if he 
thought he could live on §8 a week. 

“That would be pretty hard to tell with- 
out trying and I’ve never tried,“ he said 
smiling. 

Mr. Rosenwald declared he would favor a 
minimum wage scale for women of $10 or 
more if it were federal in scope. 

Lessing J. Rosenwald. son of the president 
of the company, took the stand for a fow 
minutes. He answered a few questions and 
was excused. 


Young Woman Tells of “Scolds,” 


While the president of Sears, Roebuck & 
Co. still sat in front of the lleutenant gov- 
ernor, Miss Eleanor Benson, a pretty girl 
of 17, and formerly an employé was called. 
Mr. Rosenwald watched her closely as she 
told of Conditions of which he had said he 
had no knowledge. She testified the 
concern had drivers“ or “scolds” whose 
duty it was to speed up the girls. 

“Why did you leave Sears, Roebuck & 
Co.?“ asked the lleutenant governor of Miss 


Benson. : 
“ Because they. made life miserable fer 


me. They écolded us all file time,” she re- 


plied. 

„What did you call these men who drove 
vou? 

„We called them ‘ official scolders.' On 
the day I quit, seven monthe ago, one of the 
‘scolders’ came to me at 7 in the evening 
and told me I had to do a lot better work. 
I left that night. I couldn't stand his meth- 
ods.” 

Were the girls afraid?” 

“Yes, they were alwaye crying when he 
was around.“ 

Miss Benson said she and many other 
girls exchanged clothes because their wages 
were so small few could own a complete out- 
fit of clothing. She declared she started 
work At $4.50 a week. — 


Heard of Girls Given Money by Men. 

“Do you know of any specific case where 
a girl received money from a man?’ the 
young woman was asked. 

“I have heard of many euch cases,“ she 
replied. 

What per cent of the girls do you think 
were of good character?” 

I should say about three-eighths where 
I worked. The rest I could not answer for.“ 

Tou see, Mr. Rosenwald, we have sough* 
in this witness to make you familiar with 
conditions in your own establishment,” said 
the Heutenant governor, turning to the head 
of the mail order concern. We want your 
coéperation in bettering condit lone. 

Mr. Rosenwald replied the witness men- 
tioned conditions existing several years ago. 
Miss Bengon then repeated she had left the 
concern but seven months ago. 


Girls Frequently Made to Cry. 

After Mr. Rosenwald had answered a few 
questions about the hours of the girls, Miss 
Emily Houck, a former employé, took the 
stand. She said she left because she was 
able to get a better position. 

Did you ever hear any harsh words spo- 
ken to girls of tender years? she was asked. 

“Yes. Girls were called to the forelady's 
desk. They had to turn out so much work a 
day. Every time the girls left that desk they 
were crying.“ 

Were hands ever laid on the girls? 

“No, but I was threatened with the loss 

of my position.” 

Did you girls have to pay for your drink- 
ing water?” 

“Yes. There was water to be had, but it 
wasn't fit to drink. If we wanted good water 
we had to pay 10 cents every two weeks. 

How much were the girls getting? 

“I couldn't say. We didn't talk much 
about salaries. <A girl 16 years old was re- 
ceiving $5 a week and trying to support a 
widowed mother and a young sister. The 
girl is now down sick, and I think they are 
trying to get her salary for her. She had 
to keep on her feet all day. Whenever she 
sat down she would be brought before the 
‘scolder.’ She was crying most of the time.

FINISH NEW YORE INQUIRY. 
New York, March 7.—The legislative com- 
mittee on remedial police legislation today 
concluded its public hearings in its inquiry 
into this city’s police conditions.

Mr. Arnold's recommendation for the dis- 
tribution of receipts was: * 

1. Operating expenses including insur- 
ance, taxes, and maintenance, the latter at a 
minimum percentage of the gross receipts. 

“2. Reserve for renewais to cover perma- 
nent shrinkage due to normal wear, depre- 
clation, obsolescence, inadequacy, etc. 

“3. Reasonable interest return on invest- 
: ment (or a basic return on ‘agreed capita? 
value ). 

4. Amortization fund for the decapitaliza- 
tion of imtangible values ard tangible values, 
if the latter should be deemed advisable. 

5. Contingent reserve fund for providing 
for ‘lean’ years and other emergencies due 
to catastrophes, etc. 


Favors Sharing Net Income. 

„ 8. Balance of residual net income to be 
shared by the company and the city with 
some provision for employés’ bonus, pension, 
and disability fund unless it shall be decided 
to give to the company a fixed, guaranteed 
return and no more —the last three words 
were underlined—“ upon its capitalization, in 
which case the residual net income should be 
divided in such 4 manner between the city 
and labor as to insure the best possible serv- 
ice under a 5 cent fare, and leaving it within 
the power of the city to devote ts share of the 
profits to the improvement of the service. If 
the city saw fit so to use its entire profit, 
the highest standard of service would be ob- 
tained consistent with the rate of fare paid. 
a protected investment and suitably compen- 
Sated labor.“ 

Mr. Arnold further warned the company 
that, if the amortization charge is to be 
made against the “divisible net receipts” 
after the company’s guaranteed return has 
been taken care of, provision must be made 
whereby the full amount necessary for the 
amortization can be procurable. For this 
purpose he named the “contingency reserve“ 
fund he said should be provided in any event 
to meet contingencies in which the company 
must have money immediately for operat- 
ing purposes. 


Would Reimburse Companies. 

“ Should this contingency fund not be guf- 
ficient to meet the requirements,” he * 
posed as a protection fer the amortization 
fund, the amount lacking shall be pro- 
vided by the company out of its portion of 
the gross receipte with the understanding 
that when said contingency fund shall have 
im ft a sufficient amount to reimburse said 
company for the amount so advanced out of 
its share of the gross receipts, said amount 
shall be returned to said company. 

The warning against political influence 
over the proposed board of control was em- 
phatic and detailed. 

It the board of control which your com- 
mittee now has decided upon, consisting of 
five members representing the municipality 
only is finally adopted, some method of ap- 
pointing them other than by the mayor with 
the approval of the council as stated, should 
be adopted.“ 

All three members of the harbor and sub- 
way commission were present, but they did 
not attempt to go into a discussion of the 
figures they presented, ae two members of 
the eubcom mittee were absent and the figures 
of the supervising board and the companies’ 
engineers were not at hand for comparison. 


Give Huge Valuations. 

Their tabulation started with a valuation 
of $124,000,000 on the surface lines and 880. 
000,000 on the elevated properties, giving a 
total capital valuation at the beginning of 
$214,000,000. To this they proposed to add 
approximately $140,000,000 for subway con- 
struction up to 1945. The first contributions 
were the $10,000,000 now in the city’s traction 
fund and 31, %%, 300 to be provided by the 
company in 1916. To this they proposed to 
add $21,000/000-in 1921, $10,500,000 in 1925, and 
four contributions of $21,000,000 each in 1930, 
1985, 1940, and 1945 from the company. 

These items, with annual contributions from 
the company for extensions and similar ex- 
penditures, showed total additions to cap- 
ital account of $275,000,000 up to 1900, giving a 
total eapital account for the period of ap- 
proximately %490,000,000. The gross earn- 
ings for this period ranged from the $39,115.- 
000 of the combined lines in 1912, up to 3132. 
687,262 in 1050. 


Compute City’s Share of Receipts. 

With these figures as a basis, and comput- 
ing on the lines laid down by the “ twelve 
essentials, the engineers placed the city’s 
share of the “ divisible net receipts” at 
$2,000,000 in 1915 and ranging upward to 
$53,074,905 in 1950. Applying these annual 
contributions to the amortization fund, the 
tabulation showed the city would have 
bough up all the company s securities by 
1950. 

The subway engineers also submitted for 
consideration the outlines of three rowtes they 
suggested for incorporation in the ordinance 
as denoting the starting points of subway 
construction. These consisted of a through 
route between the north side and the south 
side, a through route between the north and 
west sides, and a through route between the 
south and west «ides. 

Briefiy described, these routes follow: 


NORTH AND SOUTH ROUTE—Northwestern 
elevated entering subway at Franklin street and 
Chicago avenue, east to State street, south to Twen- 
ty-sixth street, connecting there with the South 
Side elevated, or continuing south to Fifty-ffth 
street and connecting there with the South Side 
elevated. 

NORTH AND WEST ROUTE~—Northwestern 
elevated entering subway at Franklin street and 
Chicago averue, east to State street south to Har- 
rieon street, west to Desplaines street and connect- 
ing here with the Metropolitan elevated. 

SOUTH AND WEST ROUTE—Oak Park elevated 
entering subway at Ashland avenue and Lake 
street, southeast to Randolph street, west to State 
street, south to Thirteenth street, connecting there 
with the South Side elevated road.

White House Statement Says 


President Did Not Commit 
Himself on Illinois. 


'SHUNS ROW ON SENATORS. 


Chairman McCombs Not to Rep- 
resent Executive on Visit 
to Springfield. 


iBY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 7.— [Special. 
Precident Wilson has not changed his po- 
sition with respect to the Illinois senatorial 
situation. He has not indicated to any per- 
son that he favors a combination to elect 
Lewis and Sherman for the long and short 
terms respectively, and he has not authorized 
any person to represent his views. 

At the White House tonight this statement 
came through the regular official channels: 

The interview attributed to Gov. Dunne 
has been submitted to President Wilson, and 
he has read it carefully. The -president 
stands on the statement made yesterday to 
the effect that he listened toGov. Dunne. He 
did not commit himself one way or the other. 

The understanding was reached through 
White House sources that the proposed visit 
of Chairman McCombs of the Democratic 
national committee to Chicago and Spring- 
Held is not to be construed as a diplomatic 
mission on behalf of the new administration. 


Not Dispenser of Patronage. 

If Mr. McCombs goes to Lilinois, it will be 
as the chairman of the national committee 
and acting as its representative in carrying 
out the spirit of the Hudspeth resolution 
committing the national organization to the 
policy of advising the election of two Demo- 
cratic senators in IHinois and one in New 
Hampshire. 

From what could be learned at the White 
House, the president does not desire Chair- 
man McCombs to appear in Illinois in the 
position of his representative, carrying, pos- 
sibly, the assumption that he is ready to dis- 
tribute the Ulinois federal petronage in be- 
half of the president as an adjunct to a solu- 
tion of the senatorial deadlock. 

Most of the organization leaders say Chair- 
man McCombs was entitled to a cabinet port- 
folio in preference to Secretary of Treasury 
McAdoo, and that McCombs, if he accep the 
Paris ambassadorship, does so on a strict 
understanding that there is a short time limit 
on the assignment. 


McCombs May Delay Visit. 

The presence of Mr. McCombs in Illinois 
is not desired by the Democratic state organ- 
ization, at this moment, as conducive to con- 
summating the election of two Democrats to 
the senate. 

The belief exists here that he may find it 


‘impossible to get either to Chicago or to 


Springfield prior to the reconvening of the 
legislature Wednesday. He was in New York 
today. 

The Illinois senatorships were conspicu- 
ous in all of the political negotiations of the 
second day of the new administration. They 
became involved to a small extent in the con- 
sideration of committee assignments in the 
senate Democratic caucus. It appears that 
whatever may be the result of the Illinois pair 
of deadlocks, the senator or senators who 
will be elected will have to be content with 
the leavings after everything worth while 
has been allotted to the senators who are 
on the job. 

Cold Comfort to Lewis. 

The Lewis ease was referred informally 
to the committee of which Senator Stone-was 
made the chairman. The committee did not 
sit as a body to hear the presentation as 
made by State Senator Kent E. Keller of 
Ava. The members preferred to listen to him 
individually. It is understood there will be 
no effort to make a committee report to the 
Democratic caucus, either for or against 
Col. Lewis and his case, and that the 
advice which Senator Keller carries back 
to Illinois is that Col. Lewis negotiate for 
himself a full fledged and unquestioned elec- 
tion before he attempts to precipitate an- 
other Illinois affair upon the senate and its 
committee on elections and privileges. 

State Chairman Boeschenstein, the short 
term caucus nominee for the senatorship, 
departs for St. Louls tomorrow and will be 
in Springfield Monday morning. Roger C. 
Sullivan, John P. Hopkins, and the state 
organization leaders expect to be in Wash- 
ington until Sunday. 


Battles Oak Fark Transfers. 


John J. Herrick, attorney for the Chicago Rail-

Jan. 28 the company in its own statement 
says it had then been trying for more than 
a year to get an extension of its contract. 
If such an exténston were granted the com- 
pany promised,. in its own statement, to dis- 
pose of the garbage in an absolutely sani- 
tary and odorless manner. For eight years 


they have not been living up to their con- 


tract. They have not dispoted of the garbage 
in a sanitary manner. 

It has been absolutely impossible to en- 
force their contract. Prosecutions would 
gain nothing. We have had recent exhibi- 
tions of the use of the nollie prose system. 


Statement a Ruse. 

“The company, again in its own letter, 
says it will erect a plant such asa metropolis 
should have. Admitting thereby they have 
not got it. They then proposed to extend the 
contract for eighteen months. They try to 
make it appear as such, at least. In reality 
it was a proposal for a five year eontract, 
the city to pay them $125,000 to put their 
plant in shape and then $30,000 a'year to have 
the garbage disposed of.

President to Urge That Tariff Be

MAY UPHOLD VETO OF TAFT. 


General Deficiency Bill Will Be 


Closely Studied by Him. 


Washington, March 7.—President Wilson 
today told visitors that he was inclined to 
favor the plan of house leaders to confine 
the special session of congress to tariff re- 
vision.” 

He indicated that, while he did not look 
forward to the passage.of a currency re- 
form measure at the special session, such 
a bill might be whipped into shape in the 
house while the senate was wrestling with 
the tariff.

NEAR DEATH FOUR TIMES. 


Writer Charges No Effort Was 
Made to Get Goods Stolen 
by Soldiers. 


New York, March 7.—[{Special.]—" Lowe no 
thanks to Ambassador Henry Lane Wilson 
for my life,“ said John Kenneth Turner, 
who arrived here today on the steamer Mex- 
ico.. In Mexico he had been writing articles 
for a Mexican newspaper criticising the Taft 
administration's attitude toward that coun-

“Do I think well of Ambassador Wilson? 
Well, I guess not, he went on. I Was 
arrested on Feb. 16 while. strolling half a 
mile from the Ciudadela, or arsenal, by a 
drunken outpost sentinel, who accused me 
of being a spy. I ‘was taken, followed by 
drunken soldiers, to the Cudadela. After 
Gen. Mondragon had seen me, I was thrown 
into a hole, with drunken soldiers for fellow 
prisoners, and kept there for seven hours. 


Says He Sent for Wilson. 

“I sent for Ambassador Wilson, who 
Came and promised to get me out that night. 
Then he said he had lost a great deal of time 
and would let me stay there over night, but 
I would be perfectly safe, he said. 

Up to this time I had given a\false name, 
but when Ambassador Wilson said he would 
have to look up some of my friends I toid 
him my right name. He took umbrage at this 
and brusquely asked me why I had given a 
false name. I told him that 1 had done so 
beeause my life would not be worth anything 
if the Diaz people knew I was the man who 
wrote Barbarous Mexico,’ describing the 
atrocities. of Porfirio Diaz. 

„Ambassador Wilson practically com- 
pelled me to give my right name to the lieu- 
tenants of Felix Diaz. 


Accused of Aiding Plot. 

“In so many words Mr. Wilson told me 
that the only thing that in any way made me 
deserving of the punishment they intended 
for mie was tife fact that I had criticised the 
foreign policy of the American administra- 
tion. 

“ ~ Diaz afterward accused me of plot- 
ting aseassinate him. Fortunately, after 
my arrest and before reaching the arsenal, 
I had’ destroyed a letter from President Ma- 
dero which I had been carrying. It com- 
mended me to all Ihis officers andinforming 
them that I was criticising the administra- 
tion of President Taft, and had written of 
the atrocities of Porfirio Diaz. If this let- 
ter had been found upon me I should have 
assuredly been summarily put to death. 

“Three times I was sentenced to be shot, 
but each time something happened to pre- 
vent the execution. Notwithstanding the 
ambassador’s promise I was three days in the 
arsenal, and every day things were happen- 
ing. 

Freed by a Captain. 

22 On the third day there was a celebration. 
The officers of the arsenal went to attend it, 
and the highest one left in charge was a 
captain. who is now a chef of staff. He 
was feeling pretty good and did not know 
that I was Wanted. He let me go through 
fhe lines.

THE AMERICAN CLIQUE IN MEXICO. 

Hurry Lane Wileon, American ambassa- 
dor to Mexico, focused in his dealings with 
Mexican authorities and Mexican rebels the 
sentiment of the American residents in 
Mexico. ‘ 

That sentiment was bitterly antagonistic 
to Madero, so bitter that only a regard for 
propriety restrained the American residents 
from rejoicing in bis death as they rejoiced 
in his overthrow. 

They welcomed Huerta so enthusiastical- 
ly that it wae apparent they had been more 
than passively sympathetic with the treason 
which destroyed a democracy and set up a 
military autocracy. 

Mr. Wilson has done everything he could 
to give circulation in the Unite] States to 
charges of incompetence, weekness, and 
cruelty against Madero. He has done every- 
thing he could to give an aspect of holiness 
and patriotic unselfishness to the murders 
committed as soon as Huerta took charge. 
In this be bas relied too much upon credulity 
of Americans. 

After Madero was dead it was discovered 
that he had been about to commit crimes 
and espouse a policy of tyranny wholly for- 
eign to his character as revealed during his 
administration. The discovery was made by 
men seeking a justification for treason and 
murder. Mr. Wilson accepted that theory. 
After Madero was dead it was discovered 
that he and Suarez had been killed in a street 
fight in which, in addition to the killing of 
the geposed president and vice president, 
“the automobiles were badly damaged.“ 
[Vide Huertas official statement.) The 
automobiles, Madero, and Suarez were the 
only targets found by bullets in this attempt 
to rescue the two men in custody. Mr. Wil- 
son accepted that theory. 

The American ambassador is accused by 
the New York World of complicity in the 
revolt of Madero’'s officers and in the plot 
which overthrew the government. That is 
pushing the case against him too far, but it 
is established that he became the apologist 
and press agent for the Huerta administra- 
tion and has endeavored to talk down the 
American protests against barbarity on the 
borders of the United States. ‘ 

Mr. Wilson's resiguation is in and his 
place will soon be taken by another man. 
To continue criticism of him is to pursue the 
issue up a blind alley, except as criticism of 
Wilson is criticism of the American attitude 
in Mexico. 

American citizens there are guided by a 
natural motive and a national prejudice. 
They are utterly indifferent to the interests 
of the Mexicans and contemptuous of the 
great body of them. They are profoundly 
interested in their own persons and their 
own property, which is natural and under- 
standabie. 

‘Residence in Mexico, where there is ex- 
posure to the disorders and dangers of every 
big or little revolution, is bound to produce 
a demand for just one thing in government— 
strength enough to protect Americans, re- 
gardiess of what it does to Mexicans. 
What they want is a policeman on the 
beat big enough and brave enough to club 
all the hoodlums, and they do not care 
whether innocent heads are broken or not. 
They do not care what other consequences 
there may be, providing the streets are safe. 
That is their point of view, and it is natura! 
enough, but it is raising in Mexico a body of 
aliens who have more money in the country 
than the Mexicans themselves have, and 
who are constantly supporting the govern- 
ment which can give them what they want 
regardiess of what it gives the citizens of the 
country. 

That becomes the concern of Americans 
not residents of Mexico, and its effect goes 
beyond Mexico into every Latin country. 
Every time the United States is put in the 
position of interfering in the domestic affairs 
of another American country for the benefit 
of its citizens there resident with a sort of 
insolent indifference to the interests of the 
natives, it hoists itself upon the horizon of 
the Latin countries as a savage, hulking 
menace to their independence. 

In our superiority, both real and assumed, 
we may be indifferent to this growing opin- 
ion now, but we'll be fortunate if the in- 
difference can be sustained.

ARLY diagnosis is the heart of the 
consumption question. Consump- 
tion, diagnosed in the early stages, is 
curable in nearly every case, 
what is just as important, cure can 
be brought about with the expenditure of so 
little time and money that it is in the reach 
of nearly every one. 

On the other hand, late consumption is not 
often cured. Part of this is because the dis- 
ease in that stage is hard to cure, and part 
ot it is because the time and money re- 
quired put the cure beyond the reach of most 
people.

“4. And, further, that they report their 

rogress for the year to the next annua! 
meeting.” 

The chairman of this committee is Prof. 
Thomas S. Cullen of Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity.

Mrs. Harrison, who is asserted to own 
some $3,000,000 worth of stock in the Louls- 
ville Street Car company, was only divorced 
by Col. Harrison in October last, and con- 
sequently another month af least will have 
to elapse before shecan go th ugh any valid 
form of marriage with Vr i chomberg Me- 
Donnell, who was the co-respondent in the 
case. 

Neither Sir Schomberg nor Mrs. Harrison 
offered any defense, and she was in conse- 
quence thereof deprived of the custody of her 
children, which were awarded to Col. Har- 
rison. 

—~s- 

The @4ivorce attracted a considerab'e 
amount of attention by reason of the promi- 
nence of Sir Schomberg in London society 
and especially at court. As permanent secre- 
tary of the department of government works, 
in which office he succeeded Lord Esher, he 
Was in constant touch with the royal family, 
since by virtue of his office he had charge of 
all their palaces, parks, etc., and all alter- 
ations, repairs, and questions of maintenancs 
had to be referred to him. 

Previously he had been the principal pri- 
vate secretary of the late Lord Salisbury, 
and as such used occasionally te visit his 
oid friends, Lord and Lady Minto, at Ottawa, 
taking in Washington on the way. 

It is now known that it was, thanks to 
his advice, that Lord Salisbury retained Lord 
Pauncefote as British ambassador at Wash- 
ington long after the date when he should 
have retired; indeed, until his—that is, Lord 
Pauncefote’s—death, 

Sir Schomberg was frequently mentionéd 
in the cable dispatches from England as a 
suitor for the hand of Mrs. Ogden Goelet, 
and also of other wealthy American heir- 
esses and widows. But even now, although 
he is about to marry a wealthy Amerlcan 
divorcee, the principal individual owner of 
stock in the Louisville street railroad, he 
cannot be considered a fortune hunter, hav- 
ing inherited some years ago an extensive es- 
tate and a considera-ie fortune through the 
death of old Mrs. Dugald Stuart of Loch Car- 
ren, widow of Dugald Stuart and daughter- 
in-law of Sir John Stuart, a celebrated law- 
yer, who was vice chancellor of England. 

Sir Schomberg's estate thus acquired em- 
braces a great deer forest in Argy)iehire of 
some 10,000 acres, which is one of the oldest 
game preserves in Scotland, having been 
formed for royal use by King James IV.

N was Pom ” McDonnell’s connection as 
co-respoméient with the Harrison divorce case 
last fall which compelled him to resign his 
office as secretary of the government board 
of works and to disappear from the imme- 
diate entourage of the king and queen. As 
they have shown in the case of Lord Hamilton

It is probable that after his marriage Sir 
Schomberg McDonnell and his American 
wife will spend a good deal of their time at 
the beautiful villa and park which she in- 
herited from her father, and where many of 
his countrymen from this side of the water 
have enjoyed his kindly hospitality.

members of the escort to the tune of several 
hundred dollars. 

The same unwritten laws demand that on 
such occasions as these a still larger jump 
sum be given for distribution among the 
servants of the palace. 

These vails, which the military escort aud 
the palace servants regard as perquisites, 
are survivals from ancient timea

When the ambassador happens to be on an 
extraordinary mission—such as, for instance, 
the coronation, the wedding, or the funcral 
of a sovereign, or the celebration of a golden 
jubilee, and, owing to the tax on the accom- 
modation of the royal and imperial abode jg 
lodged with his suite in the mansion of one 
of the great dignitaries of the court, or of 
some rich noble who has placed his residence 
at the disposal of the crown for the purpose,

the special ambassador is required to give 


his vails or tips twice over. 

He hands them to the servants of the house 
where he stays, and also to those of the 
royal palace where he would have stayed if 
there had been any room. In these instances 
the vails amount to thousands of dollars.

THE “SHOESTRING” ORCHESTRA 
SUPPORTERS. 

Glencoe, March 7.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. Not many of your readers heard, as 
I did, the first concert ever given in Chicago 
by a Theodore Thomas orchestra; it was in 
1869, and the peaple present could easily have 
been seated in Fullerton hall of today; I heard 
the last concert directed by the maestro on 
earth, and hope to find him, his youth re- 
newed, directing celestial choirs in a better 
world than this. 

The changing of the name of the orchestra 
which he founded has stirred up the must 
lovers of Chicago to a fever of unrest and of 
very general protest. Whether the trustees 
of the Orchestral association had the legal 
right, or not, they certainly had not the 
moral and ethical right, without getting an 
expression on the question—a referendum 
vote, as it were—from every subscriber to 
the fund which became the capital stock of 
the association. There were nearly 8,000 of 
these! 


The letter of the little widow ts pathetic; 
think what a firm friend, supporter, helper 
she was to Theodore Thomas in the dark 
days—years before she became his wife; what 
wonder that his name and fame are dear to 
her, and that she writes strongly? 

We read in the front of our weekly con- 
cert programs the names ot forty men, de- 
nominated “members” of the Orchestral 
association, and the names of fifteen of the 
same forty denominated “ trustees.” Every 
one of the forty is a wealthy man, able to 
have his season ticket to a box on the mez- 
ganine floor; the majority of the forty were 
guarantors of the concerts during a term of 
years when that guaranty meant a share in a 
deficlt as sure as the rolling round of the 
year. To them, for this, all honor! It will 
be their monument—better than a statue 
of bronze or a shaft of granite, for the 
memory of it is in the hearts of the people. 

In 1008 the movement to build a permanent 
home for the orchestra was set on foot. by 
these wealthy men, who worked at it with 
energy for more than a year, and found, when 
the option on the property was about to ex- 
pire, that they lacked $300,000 of the amount 
required; the happy thought struck Dan 
Burnham to start a popular subscription. No 
sooner said than started, and the common 
people saved the Theodore Thomas orchestra 
to Chicago. 

But we never see or hear reference to these 
7,000 “ shoestring ” subscribers; they are not 
represented on the board, their views and 
wishes regarding additional concerts, so 
placed that they, the 7,000, can attend, are 
not consulted, and they are, to a large ex- 
tent, shut out of the hall which their timely 
aid secured to Chicago. 

There are a thousand, perhaps thousands, 
of men in Chicago who cannot, in sensible 
ways, spend theirincome. istnere not among 
these One man who will butid, durime his ifre- 
time, his monument by becoming, like Col. 
Higginson of Boston, sponsor for the ex- 
penses of an annual and permanent course 
of really popular concerts by this great or- 
ganization—popular in prices of admission, 
but as high class in quality of music as the 
maestro himself would have them? 

The apprehension of the trustees is well 
grounded; there will surely be in Chicago, ere 
long, another high class orchestra, unless the 
trustees take heed to the writing on the 
wall. Doubtless the men in the ranks of the 
Theodore Thomas orchestra are all good 
musicians, but not all the good musicians in

Ellen Key and 
Rahel Varnhagen.

In her preface Miss 
Key tells us that this book is nota study in 
literary history.

Although a number of 
hooks have been written on Rahel, appar- 
ently few people, even among cultured Ger- 
mans know much about her. When she 


was quite young Ellen Key read two essays 


on Rahel in the Devue des Deux Mondes, 
and that called her attention ¢o Rahel and 
interested her and led to the writing gt this 
book, 

It is more than seventy years since Carlyle, 
shortly after her death, brought Rahel Vara- 
hagen before the English speaking world. 

However, Rahel Varnhagen may have been 
neglected, Mr. Ellis finds that she really has 
a hidden significance, “which only awaits the 
unveiling hands of those who possess the 
genius and the intimate aympathy to revoal 
it. That t why the book of Ellen Key's is of 
peculiar value and interest. 

For my own part I find what Miss Key hae 
written about Rahel more interesting than 
what Rahel has written about herself, net 
only what she has written about the ,first 
“new woman of Germany, but her own 
comments on life and love are particularly 
interesting. 

Ellen Kay devotes a long chapter to the sub- 
ject of Love, not only the loves of Rahel, 
but those of other intellectual women, erd 
she puts in an argument for the marrying of 
young men to older women. She says in her 
opening paragraph: 

In spite of Strindberg, Weininger, and 
other despisers of women, our time has Nil- 
nessed a rapid increase in man’s appreciation 
of woman's personality. One among many 
signs of this is,that marriages and love af- 
fairs between younger men and women who 
are a few or several years older than them- 
selves are becoming more and more numer- 
ous in our time..

Rahel had three absorbing love affairs, one 
with Count Kar) von Finckenstein, who not 
only fell in love with her but also became en- 
gaged to marry her, but jilted her for another 
woman. Then came the Spanish secretary of 
legation in Berlin, Don Raphael d' Urquljo, 
and later Varnhagen, whom she married, but 
the Spaniard was the one that she loved the 
most and the one who treated her the worst. 
This is what she says on the subject of her 
love for Don Raphael d' Urquijo: 

Once I Hved entirely for one person. I loved 
him to madness! For he, his aspect, was to me the 
present and the future—end in a certain sense this 
was true. And in my soul I never thought I should 
give, him up. 

I Hed; I did not utter my heart's demands, the 
claims of my person, lest I should hearin words 
the murderous No; I le? myself be smothered, since 
I would not be pierced through. Miserable cow- 
ardice! Unfortunate being that I was, I wished 
to defend the life of my heart; I placed myself in 
front, I placed myself behind, I lied and lied and 
ed.“ 

Pen in the greatest passton one ought not to 
allow one’s self to be torn and dragged along eso 
degradingty by pain.

„Concentration 
and Control“

HE very able and enlightened head of 
the Wisconsin State university has 
written a book on the trust problem, 
entited “ CONCENTRATION AND 
* * 
an attempt rather to encourage popular 
thinking on intelligent lines and to supply 
the general public with significant data for 
sound conclusions rather than a profound 
study for economists and statesmen. This 
may be admitted without disparagement of 
o be an interesting and valu- 
able if not specially original contribution to 
our thought upon the most pressing problem 
now before the American people. It would 
be well if every congressman were to read 
it and every citizen, if that were not too 
much to expect. 

President Vah Hise begins with a brief 
statement of the salient historic facts which 
provide. the background for our prohlem, 
such as the passage from the state of a self- 
sufficient economic community through the 
civil war into the period of concentration of 
finance and industry we are now in. 


= eo 

The writer then analyzes and marshals the 
economic advantages of concentration, such 
as the subdivision of labor, the full use of 
mechanical appliances, specialization of de- 
partments, utilization of by-products, etc. 
He then discusses the causes of concentra- 
tion and the purposes of concentration, le- 
gitimate and illegitimate. He describes the 
forms concentration has taken and ends this 
extensive chapter with a discussion of the 
kinds of competition, their breakdown, and 
the wastes involved.

VAIN MESSAGE BY BRYAN. 


All Prisoners Included in Terms 
of the Measure to Be Re- 
leased at Once. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

HAVANA. March 7.—In spite of the pro- 
test of Mr. Beaupre, the American minister, 
President Gomez defiantly signed the amnesty 
Dill against which the American government 
had protested. 

Mr. Beaupre cabled Secretary of State 
Bryan that in reply to his protest President 
Gomes had said that he had decided to sign 
the bill. 

Mr. Bryan today sent another note couched 
in severe terms, in which he said the amnesty 
bill made justice a joke, and besides wound- 
ing the interests of American citizens whom 
the Cuban officials have defrauded, violates 
the terms of the Platt amendment which re- 
quires Cuba to maintain a government whicb 
is adequate for protection of life and prop- 


erty. 

Haste in Bill 

The American secretar! of state said there 
would be no guarantees for this if common 
criminals were given wholesale immunity 
and that the United States confidently ex- 
‘pected that President Gomes would desist 
from signing the bill. 

The American legation forwarded the note 

to President Gomes, Dut he hed already 
‘pigned the bill. 
In the meantime instructions will be issued 
to proceed immediately with the release of 
all prisoners included within the terme of 
the bill. 


DIRECTED BY U. S. PRESIDENT. 

Washington, D. C., March 7.—The protest 
which American Minister Beaupre made to 
President Gomez against the signature of the 
general amnesty bill was directed by the 
present administration and is taken as an 
indication that, whatever the policy of Presi-

Cost Little and Sell Easily. 

A good recipe for crackerjack is as follows: 
Put three-fourths of a cup of granulated sugar, 
one-half cup of molasses, and one tab! of 
vinegar in a greased sauce pan. Let boil with- 
out stirring until it hardens in cold water. Put 
one-fourth of a cup of butter in and let boil 
until it threads, Put in one-hajf teaspoon of 
soda and remove frem fire, Pour over corn and 
dip hands in cold water and press into a greased 
pan. Cut when cold.

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The Orchestra Revives 
Neglected Masterpiece. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 

OBLE orchestral song opened the sym- 
phony program yesterday afternoon, 
Melodies, grave and gay, were tossed 
about from instrument to instrument, 
from choir to choir, with an effect of 

ordered freedom, of spontaneous but disci- 
plined utterance that marked the highest level 
of interpretative art which Mr. Stock has 
achieved this season, Because of the serene 
and spiritual beauty of the music; because of 
itg wealth of sentiment; because of the depth, 
the earnestness, and the variety of its emo- 
tional suggestion; by reason, also, of the con- 
summate art that opposed mood to mood and 
set melody against melody until all the voices 
of the orchestra sang together, each adding 
that accent of mood picturing tone color which 
best defines ft, this first number on the pro- 
ram must be described as the greatest work 
of musical art which the combined activities 
of the season—opera, orchestra, choruses, and 
all the soloistse—have brought to hearing. 
— 


It was the second “ Brandenburg concerto 
by Johann sebastian Bach as arranged for the 
modern orchestra by Felix Mottl, whose genius 
for magnifying proportions without distorting 
them is signally evidenced. Two harps replace 
the ancient cymbalum, but preserve the quaint, 
Hungarian color of its arpeggio figures. The 
modern trumpet is made to perform the as- 
tonishing feats of agility designed for its 
eighteenth century ancestor, endowing them 
with a flute like fullness and softness of 
tone. Clarinet and oboe and solo violin find 
the warm, flowing Italian cantilene of the 
second movement effectively set forth against 
the luminous background of muted strings. 

The impression carried away by the listener 
is one of musical utterance great enough to 
transcend the narrow bounds of race and to 
speak to and for the whole world. It has the 
earnestness and systematic ‘thoroughness of 
the German, the freedom of the Hungarian, 
the warm, sensuous beauty of Italian song, 
and there are hints of Gallic grace of style 
and Anglo-faxon acerbity and sturdiness. The 
performance brought especial glory to Mr. 
Liewellyn's trumpet, Mr. Barthel’s oboe, Mr. 
Quensel’s flute, Mr. Schreuers clarinet, and 
Mr. Weisbach’s violin. 

. «= 

The remainder of the program was devoted 
to music which exploits certain well defined 
types of composition. Mr. Brune’s symphonic 
poem, “The Singing Swan,” followed, with 
many evidences of individuality, the methods 
determined for modern German composers by 
Strauss in his “Thus Spake Zarathustra on 
the Death and Transfiguration of Till Bulen- 
Spiegel.“ Enesco’s Roumanian rhapsody re- 

the fire of Hungarian folk melody as 
exploited by Liszt with the more pastoral’ ac- 
cents of his own people, but added nothing to 
a formless form. The second pianoforte con- 
certo of Rachmaninow developed unimportant 
variations on the psychological and keyboard 
formule of Tschaikowsky’s B flat minor con- 
certo and Rimsky-Korsakow's frothy Spanish 
caprice recalled the vulgar joys of Sousas N 
Capitan.” 

Mr. Brune is one of the few resident Ger- 
man composers to achieve a place on our sym- 
phony programs, and as such deserves more 
extended mention. He shares the modern Ger- 
mah talent to evoke the utmost range of or- 
chestral sonority and color. He has a fine sense 
of the mechanical contrasts of instrumentation. 
His gifts in the direction of harmonic variety 
are matched by his mastery of the technic 
wherewith to- elaborate his ideas and the ideas 
themselves possess the programatic values they 
are designed to symbolize. The greatest meas- 
ure of individuality may be claimed for the 
melody developed in the introduction. The 
second idea is rather Straussian and the third 
is disfigured by rhythmical monotony. 

— 

Mme. Yolande Mero shared the programs ten- 
dency toward conformance to a type. She 
affects successfully the sustained and hyster!i- 
cal intensity of delivery much in vogue 
at present. It is a manner entirely suited to 
the work, just as the work itself is suited to a 
public that has been misled by many strenuous 
pianists, playing strenuous concertos. It is 
no longer demanded that piano playing be beau- 
tiful. In the orchestral environment, * least, 
it is only expected that the pianist be able 
to play loud and fast. Mme Mero is a sturdy 
young woman and amply able to compete with 
any of her colleagues in the matter of sonority. 
In mere precision, facility, 
seemed somewhat deficient; nor was her playing

An Old Fashioned Family. 

The high cost of living has no terror for 
this family. Five boys, four girls, my hus- 
band, and myself constitute our family. The 
oldest is 26 and the youngest 7. The two old- 
est are of age and working out for them- 
selves, one being a railroad conductor and the 
other a school teacher. We live in a small 
village, whose chief industries are lumbering 
and farming. My husband's salary. has aver- 
aged $1,000 per year for many years, so the 
planning of expenses has been nearly the same 
from year to year, with the exception of food 
and clothes, which increase as the children 
grow older. Perhaps we have spent more of 
our Income for educating our children than 
would seem wise to most people, as seven are 
still going to school. My own hunger for more 
education has made me want to give my chil- 
dren the best I can, and as they are studious 
we have kept them in school, 

We began to save for a home when we were 
small and now own a nine room dwelling 
house and two large lots. We paid for it in 
monthly installments. We also own two ponies 
and rigs, two cows, and fifty chickens, so we 
have all the milk, cream, and eggs we want 
and sell the rest, and we hire out our ponies 
once in a while. Of course we have to buy 
nearly everything and hire pasture for the 
horses and cowe in summer We buy our 
meat by the quarter in winter and save nearly 
half. My girls and I do all our own sewing, 
except our best dresses. I watch the stores 
for spring and autumn sales, buying only what 
we need and can make use of, 

When strawberries are ripe four of us drive 
seven miles to a fruit grower and help pick 
until we have all we want to can and use for 
ourselves. We pick currants for half and when 


raspberries are ripe we have to drive at leas — 


ten miles to the woods. We take our lune 
enjoy it very much, and for two weeks every 
other day we pick as many as fifty quarts a 
day. They are free and everybody that wants 
to can pick there, We can hundreds of quarts 
of berries and sometimes sell some. 

The last two summers my girls and I served 
lee cream twice a week and made a nice sum 
which helped to buy their clothes. The children 
help me with the housework and the boys do 
the chores. One of the boys works during 
vacations and earns his own clothes and books. 

My husband and I both carry life insurance. 
We cut our expenses wherever we can and 
with the money saved give our children music 
lessons, which is no less a pleasure to us than 
an advantage to them, We also take three of 
the leading magazines. We entertain some 
and have all the necessities and some lux- 
uries. We belong to a local church and I to the 
Woman's Aid society. 

I know just where my monéy goes. We do 
all our own baking, cooking, and canning, and 
I am training my girls to do the same. 

We have not been without sickness, 5. three 
of the family have had operations, Dut we 
have deen able to meet all expenses. One 
thing that we have done is little moving since 
we were married, as we think that three moves 
are as good ag a house afire. 

When the children were small I had to have 
servants, but now we can do without them. 
My husband thinks I am the best cook out and 
always tells me so whenever he leaves home 
for a few days, and he has no use for drink 
nor any other bad habit, so you see we are a 
happy family. We have a telephone in the 
house, but I go to the stores to do my own 
shopping, as I do so much etter that way. 
Then we have a garden and raise all the vege- 


tables and different plants we need.

Those who make coffee in the old way can 
save a little by saving eggshells and drying 
them and use a little of this, as it is just as 
good as the whole egg and is not nearly so 
apt to boil over. 

Uniess a man is getting a large salary I 
think his wife should do all her own sewing. 
This ie making comforters, sheets, pillow cases, 
and everything in that line, and.do her own 
and children’s sewing, excepting coats and 
suits. Many women can do any kind of fancy 
work, yet imagine they cannot sew, all they 
need to learn to sew is a good pattern, pa- 
tience, and a will to learn. Begin on simple 
things and in a short time any woman with 
patience can learn to make plain things and

The mother does all her work, including sew- 
ing, and plans all meals at least one day ahead.

The muscles of the eyes are delicate and 
should be most carefully treated; never rubbed, 
but patted lightly. 

A most importagt muscle is the sphincter 
muscle of the mouth, the one which controls 
the beauty of expression. This is perhaps the 
most sensitive muscle of the face, for it is in- 
stantly affected by grief, joy, or mental strain; 
their story is told immediately by the expres- 
sion of the mouth. 

In massaging those muscles, gently rubbing 
upward from the corners of the mouth to the 
eyes is best, then three or four gentle move- 
ments from the corners of the mouth towards 
the ear.

It is easier to preserve than to restore, but 
the latter can be done in any face where there 
is sufficient strength of nutritive system. 

The first effort in this direction should be to 
remove the causes, whether they be in the 
mind or body. 

The next rove should be to take up a course 
of health giving rules and follow them.

ales reported were to fill old transactions. 

New York wired that a cargo of 200,000 
bu No. 2 hard had been sold for March ship- 
ment via the gulf and Omaha reported 10,000 
bu No. 2 hard sold for export. Local sales 
were 90.000, 50,000 bu of which was No. 2 
herd for export. Offerings of wheat con- 
tinue Uberal, and there were rumors of a 
considerable quantity of wheat sold to come 
here from Minneapolis. A cargo of 340,000 
bu Duluth No. 1 northern was bought to 
arrive here after navigation opens. 


Northwestern Movement Heavy.
